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Notwithstanding the great interest possessed by many 
of the articles in the following Catalogue, nothing more 
has been aimed at in its preparation, than to indicate 
precisely the Editions of the Books, and to describe 
explicitly the Manuscripts, which it contains; where 
so much of value and interest abounded for selection, it 
was difficult to abstain from making copious extracts, 
but to have done that, would have extended the Cata- 
logue far beyond the limits requisite to be observed, 
therefi^^t was deemed more advisable, only to direct 
attention where really merited or required, by brief 
descriptions of the MS. Notes, which so much enrich 
the margins of the Books, and the peculiarities, or 
variations, which distinguish the Manuscripts : varia- 
tions, which in addition to indicating priority as to 
originality over other MSS, extant, render them of great 
importance in a literary view. Material for a goodly 
octavo volume of ^^ Marginalia'^ might be selected 
from the various Books, so profusely are the MS. 
Notes scattered over the pages of many of them ; the 
whole of this Catalogue would hardly suffice for a 
bare transcript of the Notes which are found upofi 
the margins of one, namely, ^^ Clarendons Rebellion 
and Ldfe,'' — The MS. additions by Gray to that work; , 
— in the vol. of " Burners History of his own Time,'''rr 
in ^^ Milles's Catalogue of Honor,'' — and in the vol. of 
" Dug dale's Baronage,'* — will richly recompense the stu- 
dent of English History, for the most careful inspection^ ; 



for^ where these Notes and Illustrations may, perchance, 
fail to fully satisfy, yet, as suggestive of further inquiry, 
and as a clue for its continuance, their utility cannot he 
over estimated. To secure them a due regard, it must he 
remembered, that their compiler derived much of his vast 
information from the most worthy and genuine sources 
of History, viz. *^ State Papers and other Original 
Documents.^'' An examination of the four Books just 
quoted, will excite wonder, not only hy the industry 
displayed in the mere tvriting, which for " delicacy and 
accuracy " is most remarkahle, hut, by the " extent and 
variety of research,^^ the " sagacity of conjecture,^* and 
the deliberation, which evidently must have prededkd the 
construction of each Note. In addition to the Books 
instanced above, and to the Autograph Manuscripts, 
there are four other articles in the Collection, scarcely 
less deserving of the utmost attention, — the " beautiful 
monument of his knowledge, his industry, and his taste, 
the lAnncBus;'' — the ^'Milton,"' — the ^^ Music,** — 
and, hy no means the least in interest, the " Naturalises 
Journal.'* 

The Historical, Genealogical, and Biographical 
Notes, which appear on the margins of so many of the 
Books, are indisputable testimony of Oray*s qualification 
for the Professorship of Modern History at Cambridge ; 
and, if formed subsequently to his appointment, of the 
careful assiduity with which he was preparing for the 
due discharge of its duties. 

In the Biography of Gray, which appears in Chal- 
mers* s Dictionary C^ol. XVI. p. 222j it is stated — 
^^ Although he read much and read critically, and 



amassed a vast fund of general learning j his reputation 
in this respect has hitherto stood upon the evidence of 
those who know him most intimately .^^ The " evidence " 
here alluded to, obtained much support, by the contents 
of the second volume of Mathias's edition of the Poefs 
Works ; strengthened, as it undoubtedly is, by the large 
amount of inedited vnaterial gathered together in this 
Collection, surely the ^^ evidence " may now be pro- 
nounced, conclusive, and it is -much to be desired, shall 
in no way be rendered less so, by the dispersion of the 
valuable contents of this Catalogue. A m£re glance 
at the Manuscripts and Books, herein described can- 
not fail to increase the feeling of admiration for 
Gray, whatever its previous extent; a patient exami- 
nation of them, mil prove how well merited are 
the eulogia of his friends, editors, or biographers, and 
will expressively proclaim, that in the following extracts, 
however much of compliment may be discerned, there is 
not less of Truth.
